An Unanswerable Argument for 
Silver Coinage.

A BIG CROWD HEARS HIM.

McLaughlin, a P'ornier Re­ 
pública!), Presides at the E'ree 
Silver Meeting: 


Another 
splendid audience 
at­ 
tended the Bryan club meeting last 
night, the large court room being 
filled long before the hour for the 
speaking to begin, and many of the 
later comers found standing room 
only. 
President Dexter called the meet­ 
ing to order and introduced Vice- 
President 
George McLaughlin, 
a 
former well-known republican who 
is now doing earnest and effective 
work for 
Bryan and free silver, 
as the presiding officer of the e v e n ­ 
ing. 
Mr. McLaughlin made a brief, 
but earnest talk in favor of free 
silver. 
He told of an honest, in­ 
dustrious man who died of starva- 
tibn on the streets of one of the 
cities of this country because he 
could find no work to do and was 
too proud to beg and too honest to 
steal. 
The victim was buried in 
the potter^s field. 
In the same city 
a favorite dog of a rich man was 
taken sick; physicians were called, 
but in spite of their skill the dog 
died; the body was placed in a fine 
casket and buried in the owner^s 
yard. 
The dog may have died as a 
result of cvei-produclion, but cer­ 
tainly 
the 
man 
did 
not. 
The 
speaker said the tariff is not an 
issue. 
The question 
is shall the 
yellow god, gold, be made the sole 
measure of values or shall a silvery 
stream be made to help increase our 
volume of money. 
Mr. McLaugh­ 
lin closed by introducing J udge Ed 
C. Crow 
as 
the speaker of 
the 
evening. 
J udge Crow 
had spoken to 
a 
large crowd at Green Ridge during 
the’afternoon and then, owing to 
the train being three hours late, had 
driven across the 
country 
to this 
place so as to 
fill his appointment 
here. 
H e was, 
however, in 
splendid 
condition 
for effective 
work and 
delivered a forcible, eloquent and 
logical address. 
He said the ques­ 
tion 
at issue is, shall the United 
States make a financial policy for 
the 
benefit 
of 
the 
people 
of 
this 
country? 
It 
is 
a 
question of patriotism and every­ 
where men are laying aside their 
partisanship in order to support a 
patriotic policy. 
H e paid a high 
compliment to the free silver re­ 
publicans, and reminded them that 
in advocating the free coinage of 
the white metal they are really car­ 
rying out the principles uniformly 
expressed by their party until Wall 
street had written the republican 
platform and sent it to St. Louis in 
Marc 
H anna’s 
pocket. 
He 
wel­ 
comed the free silver republicans 
and populists as co-workers in be­ 
half of free silver coinage. 
H e gave the history of gold leg­ 
islation in England and told of the 
distress and misery it had brought 
upon the toiling millions of English 
people and quoted from the testi­ 
mony taken by the royal comm is­ 
sion to show that it was admitted 
that the gold standard had depre­ 
ciated prices and 
augmented 
the 
value of gold. 
He gave tne wages 
of railroad employes in England, 
ranging from less than 90 cents per 
day to $2 per day. 
He showed that there is no chance 
for international agreement,the same 
induences that procured 
the 
de­ 
monetization of gold in Europe be­ 
ing interested in maintaining that 
standard. 
J udge Crow’s address was one of 
the most forcible 
yet delivered in 
this city during the campaign, and 
his appeal to the voter to cast his 
ballot 
in the interest of his own 
home and his own people was most 
effective.
